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1. A volunteer fire fighter preparedness fund is
created as a separate and distinct fund in the state
treasury under the control of the division of state
fire marshal of the department of public safety.

2. Revenue for the volunteer fire Ffighter
preparedness fund shall include, but is not limited
to, the following:

a. Moneys credited to the fund pursuant to section
422 12F.

b. Moneys credited to the fund pursuant to section
422 .12G.

b= c. Moneys in the form of a devise, gift,
bequest, donation, or federal or other grant intended
to be used for the purposes of the fund.

3. Moneys in the volunteer fire fighter
preparedness fund are not subject to section 8.33.
Notwithstanding section 12C.7, subsection 2, interest
or earnings on moneys in the fund shall be credited to
the fund.

A keep lowa beautiful fund is created in the office
of the treasurer of state. The fund is composed of
moneys apBroprlated or available to and obtained or
accepted by the treasurer of state for deposit in the
fund. The fund shall include moneys transferred to
the fund as provided in section 422.12A. The fund

moneys in the fund shall be credited to and remain in
the fund. Section 8.33 does not apply to moneys in
the fund.

Moneys in the fund that are authorized by the
department for expenditure are appropriated, and shall
be used, to educate and encourage lowans to take
greater responsibility for improving their community
environment and enhancing the beauty of the state
through litter prevention, improving waste management
and recycling efforts, and beautification projects.

The department may authorize payment of moneys from
the fund upon approval of an application from a
private or public organization. The applicant shall
submit a plan for litter prevention, improvin% waste
management and recycling efforts, or a beautification
project along with its application. The department
shall establish standards relating to the type of
projects available for assistance.

Sec. . NEW SECTION. 422.12G JOINT INCOME TAX
REFUND CHECKOFF FOR KEEP 10WA BEAUTIFUL FUND AND
VOLUNTEER FIRE FIGHTER PREPAREDNESS FUND.

1. A person who files an individual or a joint
income tax return with the department of revenue under
section 422.13 may designate one dollar or more to be
paid jointly to the keep lowa beautiful fund created
in section 314.28 and to the volunteer fire fighter
preparedness fund created in section 100B.13. If the
refund due on the return or the payment remitted with
the return_is insufficient to pay the additional
amount designated by the taxpayer, the amount
designated shall be reduced to the remaining amount of
refund or the remaining amount remitted with the
return. The designation of a contribution under this
section is irrevocable.
